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CHICAGO LOOP BLASTS HURT 4 


Puerto Rican Nationalists Claiming Credit

CHICAGO (AP) —Two couples who told police they picked up a 


bag from the window ledge of a bank were injured in one of two 
explosions in the heart of the Chicago loop business district today. 
A Puerto Rican Nationalist group claimed responsibility for the 
explosions. 
• 


The two explosions shattered scores of windows but caused only 


minor damage to the buildings involved. 


The four injured, none of whom was hurt seriously, were ques- 


tiond by police and released. Police said they were two married 
couples in their 20s but declined to give their names. 


"Police said the four told officers they found a dark leather bag on 


a window ledge of the First National Bank of Chicago, at Dearborn 
and Monroe, and took it with them in their car. 


While driving away, they looked inside and saw what appeared 


to be a bomb fashioned from four sticks of dynamite, they told 
police. Fearing it might explode, they said, they threw it from the 


car t\vo blocks east at Monroe Street and Wabash Avenue. 


The bag exploded moments later, they said. 
A woman had called The Associated Press a few minutes after 


the second explosion and said three bombs had been planted, but 
police had no reports of a third explosion. 


The woman said a note explaining the action could be found in a 


telephone booth in Union Station. 


Police said they searched the 40 to 50 booths in the station but 


found no note. The search was continuing. 


It was not known if the two explosions were related to the annual 


Puerto Rican parade sceduled today in Chicago. 


The first blast went off at about 1:23 a.m. in a street-level wirir- 


dow well of the .United Insurance Building at State Street and 
Wacker Drive, police said. It shattered windows on the first three 
floors. Broken glass littered the street. The building houses the 
United of America Bank.

The second explosion went off several blocks south near Wabash

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


federal 
judge 
temporarily 


blocked new federal guidelines 
Friday that would significantly 
reduce the number of people on 
welfare. 


The 
new Department 
of 


Health, Education and Welfare 
guidelines were scheduled to 
take effect Monday but have 
been op'posed by several states 
which contend they would be too 
costly and burdensome to 
implement. 


In granting a temporary res- 


training order that will last at 
least until a hearing scheduled 
for June 28, U.S. District Court 
Chief Judge George L. Hart Jr. 
said implementation of the 
proposed 
regulations 
now 


"would throw the system of. 
every state into chaos." 


The program would cause 


"tremendous harm and damage 
to states and recipients" if it is 
allowed to go ahead and is later 
ruled to be illegal, Hart said! 


His order came in a suit filed 


by the National Welfare Rights 
Organization, the^ Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania and 
various local welfare organiza- 
tions. 


More than 3.2 million families ~" 


currently receiving 
welfare 


payments would be affected by 
the new regulations. Attorneys 
said they had no estimate of the 
number of families that might 
be stricken from the rolls if the 
new plan takes effect. 


Under the federally funded 


Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children, flie federal govern- 
ment reimburses states for- the 
cost of benefits paid to--needy 
families with children and for 
the cost of administering such 
programs. The states set stan- 
dards to determine who gets the 
aid and may set aside a 
"property reserve", for each 
family that will not be included 
when its eligibility for welfare is 
determined. 


The states are allowed to set a 


reserve level that includes the 
full value of a home, an au- 
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tomobile, . income-producing 
property and other property 
worth $2,000 per recipient, ac- 
cording to the attorneys\ 


If the new plan takes effect. 


state 
welfare 
departments, 


which now do hot appraise the 
property of all recipients, would 
have to do so. In addition, an 
individual recipient in a family 


of four could own property 
valued at no more than $572.50 
rather than the $2,000 now 
allowed. ' 


Attorneys for the plaintiffs 


said the new plan would require 
states "to pauperize families." 
Government lawyers said the 
regulations had been considered 
for two years by HEW officials 


and that they were necessary

Judging from the initial reac- 
tion in Congress, it seems a safe 
bet that you won't get a special 
tax cut through the energy bill 
now before the House if you buy 
a wind-burning stove. 
' The House is willing to cut 
your taxes if you use the stin or 
increase present usage in meet- 
ing your home's energy needs. 
The House likes the idea of cut- 
ting your taxes if you insulate 
your home. It even goes along 
with cutting your taxes to gel 
you to buy electric cars. 


Freshman Rep. James M. 


Jeffords, _ 
a' 
Vermont 


Republican, tried hard to con- 
vince his colleagues Friday to 
cut your taxes if you buy and 
install wood-burning stoves at 


home and save America's oil. 
The provision would save tax- 
payers $32 million a year, he 
sa'd. 


Jeffords said there would be 


savings of petroleum-based 
fuels if home owners have a tax 
incentive for buying wood-burn- 
ing stoves. He said retailers of 
wood-burning stoves told him 
there was a nationwide market 
for the stoves. 


"I have it on good authority 


that in some areas of the South- 
west, where the supply of wood 
is not-plentiful, home heating 
has been supplemented with 
these stoves using buffalo chips, 
and in some areas of the Mid- 
west I am told corn husks, are 
burned for.the same purpose," 
Jeffords said in a background 


paper on his amendment. 


Critics made remarks about 


"burning America first" and 
voiced concern that the House 
was turning what started out as 
a tough tax-increase bill, chiefly 
on gasoline, into a "Christmas 
tree" bill. 


A bill containing a number of 


special tax breaks for small 
groups is known as a Christmas 
tree. 


"If there is to be a Christmas 


tree (part) of this bill, we don't 
want to burn the Christmas tree 
along with it;" said Rep. James 
G. Martin, R-N.C., and besides 
"he who cuts his own wood is 
twice warmed."

"From the latest infor- 
mation we have, this could occur by 
December, and decisions will have to be 
made before that"

Congressional'reformcrs. 


Last November, Americans 


. across the nation threw out a 
sizeable group of incumbent 
Congressnwn.'In their place we 
voted into office men who ad- 
vertized 
themselves 
as 


idealists. They promised to 
change Congress, get rid of 
inept and shady committee 
chairmen, clean up elections, 
reform the budget, end the 
recession and provide relief for 
those 
caught 
in 
the 


unemployment squeeze. They 
vowed to get rid of those advan- 
tages which allow incumbent 
Congressmen to perpetuate 
themselves in Washington. 


Now that they're seated, these 


self-styled honest Congressmen 
have taken on the worst habits 
of the men they replaced. And 
added a few new flourishes. 


The newcomers, on average, 


have done so badly in fact that 
many undoubtedly would'be, 
ousted in November, 1976, ex- 
. cept for 'the fact that new 


provisions of the law, added to 
other; privileges they pushed ' 
through, will make it difficult 
indeed to vote an incumbent put' 
Even in the past, a challenger 
has had an exceedingly difficult 
row to hoe because of the special 
privileges Congressmen have — 
patronage, publicity, free trips

valuable asset in campaigning 
for reelection, is paralleled by 
increases in spending allowed 
challengers. 


If you restrict the spending of 


. a challenger and increase the 


indirect spending allowed an 
incumbent, you can forget talk 
of a fair election, 


this is not all. 
When these men came to of- 


fice, they vowed reform. 


The newcomers had lists of 


committee chairmen they con- 
sidered dangerous. Whether 
these' lists were correct, fig- 
ments of the imagination or the 
result of ideological differences 
is beside the point. The idealists 
threw out only three chairmen 
of those they'd marked for ex- 
tinction. What happened, so far 
as I can ascertain, is that some 
target chairmen were able to 
use patronage and other pres- 
sures so effectively they took 
control of enough reformer 
votes to stay in power. 


If there was one thing the 


young Turks had complained 
about, it was Congressional 
secrecy. They argued at length 
for open decisions openly 
arrived at. Once in office, they' 
voted against open sessions in 
the one political party they 
clearly had the power to 
dominate. 


The reformists have been 


unable to bring their power to 
bear on some of the most 
serious problems of the day. No 
energy conservation bill has 
been voted. The problem of 
falling American productivity 
has not been attacked. There's 
been little practical thought on 
how to ease the recession, 
increase employment or dam- 
pen excessive inflation which 
many how fear will come next 
year or in 1977 — only shaky 
stabs so cumbersome and inef- 
fective they were certain to be 
vetoed:

Connally, as ' everyone is 


aware, was recently acquitted 
on a bribery charge, and that 
fact in unexpected ways may be 
working powerfully in his favor. 
First, of all, the government 
case against Connally was an 
outrageously bum rap; and 
.whatever public sympathy this 
experience earns for Connally 
he certainly deserves it. 


But another factor may also 


be operating in his favor. There 
certainly exists in the United 
States a large though undeter- 
mined number of people who 
feel that Richard Nixon in one 
or another also received a bum 
rap — that he might have been 
guilty, but that the whole thing 
was vastly overblown and the 
retribution excessive. Is it not 
possible that John Connally may 
now be the beneficiary of sub- 
merged resentment over the 
fate of Nixon? Former Nixon 
loyalists might be transferring 
to Connally those feelings 
regarding Nixon which until ' 
now have had no possible poli- 
tical expression. 


In any case, the re-entry of 


Connally into the political pic-' 
lure opens up a variety of fas- 
cinating possibilities. 
.. . 


The "new majority" idea has 


always required a fusion,of 
moderate-to-conscrvatiye 
Republicans with dirtttected , 


v Democrats.

On the populist and 
social issue themes — busing, 
work ethic, taxation and wel- 
fare, lifestyle — Connally would 
be a potent campaigner and 
subsequent national spokes- 
man. He is strong on national 
defense.

Connally is, of course, as- 


sociated with big Texas money, 
but this does not seem to 
damage 
very greatly 
his 


credibility as a populist spokes- 
'man. For one thing, he is not at 
the same time wedded to the 
pure free enterprise themes 
that unsettle the blue-collar and 
labor union constituency. He 
thinks that the government has 
a strong role to play in economic 
affairs.

49, he was the youngest ever to 
serve as chief of naval opera- 
tions.

graduated with distinction in 
the accelerated war time class 
of 1943. In World War II, he saw 
action in the Battle of Leyte Gulf 
in the Pacific where he won a 
bronze star for his work in the 
combat information center on 
the Destroyer U.S.S. Robinson. 
He was assigned as commander 
of the U.S. Naval force in Viet- 
nam in 1968 and was named 
over 35 senior admirals to Chief 
of Naval Operations in 1970.

'any other country," Spitters 
said. 
. He emphasized that now is the 
.time for our leaders to reassess 
ithis country's .policy not only in 
JAsia, but in the rest of the 
•world, with grave situations in 
ihe Mideast, in Portugal, in 
' much of Latin America, and hi 
: Thailand and Laos. 


It is important that the United 


States address these with a 
consistent and comprehensive 
policy with long-range goals, he 
said. 


For such a national reassess- 


ment to be effective, Spitters 
said, it requires the commit- 
ment not only of leaders in 
Washington, 
but 
of 
the 


knowledgeable support of all 
Americans. "We in the twin ci- 
tie have a role to play, just as 
the President, the Congress and 
the Cabinet have their roles." 


The role the private citizen 


must pla\v?according to Spit- 
.ters, can begin with each per- 
son, on this Flag Day, examin- 


ing the three essential elements 
this country needs — moral, 
economic and military strength 
— as they pertain to the in- 
dividual's daily Jjfe. 


The citizen can help to 


preserve the freedom of this 
country and others by in- 
dividually helping to strengthen 
its moral fiber, its economy, 
and by supporting a strong 


. military, he said. 


If the United States is to con- 


tinue to occupy the uniue place 
it does in the world, Spitters 
said, "we as a people must be 
united in our moral, economic 
and military strength because 
our flag is a flag for all people!"

No. 191. Rebuilding the Temple 


During the first year of the reign of King Cyrus of Persia, 


the prophecy made by Jeremiah was fulfilled because the Lord 
stirred , the king to send this proclamation throughout 
the 


empire: . 


"...The Lord God of heaven hath given me all the kingdoms 


of the earth; and he hath charged me to build him an house 
at Jerusalem, which is in Judah. Who 'is there among you of all 
his people? his God be with him, and let him go up to Jerusa- 
lem, which is in Judah, and build the house of the Lord Cod of 
Israel (he a the God,) which is in Jerusalem. And whoso-i 
ever remaineth in any place where he sojourneth, let the men 
of his place help him with silver, and with gold, and with 
goods, and with beasts, beside the freewill offering for the 
house of God that is in Jerusalem." (Ezra 1:2-4) 


The Temple was finally completed in the sixth year of the 


reign of King Darius, and was dedicated with great joy by the 
priests, the Levites, and all the people. Then the priests and 
Levites were divided to do the work of God as instructed in the 
laws of Moses.

Judaeus, a contemporary of 
Jesus and the apostles. 


Terian says that the transla- 


tion, to fill about six volumes, 
will be his life work. Because of 
(he unique linguistic problems 
involved, no other scholar has

The manuscripts recently 


•found were not the Greek 
originals, but 14th century 
translations into Old Armenian, 
a dead language resembling 
modern Armenian no more than 
the Canterbury Tales do modern 
English. 


Not knowing Greek, however, 


an expert in Old Armenian 
would make little sense of the 
translation, which is actually 
coded Greek. 


To guarantee a form of ac- 


curacy, the Armenian transla- 
tors, who were ama'teurs in 
Greek, simply pegged an Ar- 
menian word to each Greek one, 
totally disregarding their native 
idiom, word order and all. 


As a result, their translation, 


incomprehensible in Armenian, 
yields a reliable approximation 
of the original when retranslat- 
ed into Greek, which in turn can 
be translated into a modern 
language. 


Terian's doctoral dissertation 


consists of such a translation 
and a commentary on one of 
Phito's 
works, 
"De 


Animalibus." He will receive 
his Th.D from the University of 
Basel, Switzerland, when his 
dissertation is published. 


French scholars are translat- 


ing the dissertation (already a

translation) • from 


English to French for the series.

Terian learned Old Armenian

Jerusalem. Before leaving the 
convent in 1965, he screed as a 
printer. From 1961 to 1966 he 
was a professional tourist guide 
in the Holy Land. 


He attended Loma Linda 


university in California, where 
he received a bachelor of arts 
degree with highest honors in 
biblical languages and history. 


In 1971, he received a master

Beyond that, 
students hold an annual 20-mile 
vvalkathon, for which student 
missionaries and friends on 
their behalf are sponsored by 
community residents to walk or 
run at a negotiated rate per 
mile. 


This year's walkathon and a 


five-hour walkathon together 
netted over §6,700. 


Raising funds is only the last 


hurdle a prospective student 
missionary must surmount. The 


first is a rigorous screening 
procedure. 


An applicant must produce 


eight favorable references and 
stand trial at two interviews and 
three .committees, each, with 
veto power. Students are con- 
sidered 
with 
motivation, 


,'religious commitment, general 
competence, grades and ability 
to get along with others.

Ford Proposal Pleases 
State Utility Officials 


DETROIT (AP) - Electric 


utility officials in Michigan said 
Friday they were pleased with 
President Ford's proposal for 
tax breaks to encourage growth. 


But the officials said unless 


the proposals become law, they 
won't change the current dollar 
crunch which is slowing power 
plant construction. 


The proposals, from a labor- 


management committee and 
endorsed by Ford, asked utili- 
ties be given more tax writeoffs 
for 
construction 
and' tax- 


deferred treatment of dividends 
if stockholders reinvest. 


The committee' said utilities 


have postponed or canceled 
construction projects 
which 


"may be expected to result in 
future energy shortages and 
serious restrictions to economic 
expansion." 


Secretary of Labor John 


Dunlop estimated the tax breaks 
could save utilities between $500 
million and $1 billion in the 
coming fiscal year. 


"The recommendations are 


postive and, if enacted into 
legislation, will help enable ul- 
tilities to resume programs 
desperately needed to meet the 
nation's 
future 
energy 


requirements," said Consumers 
Power Co. Board Chairman A. 
H. Aymond. 


"The plan will not solve all 


our problems because we will 
still need adequate rates to at- 
tact new capital. But I'strongly 
endorse today's action by the 


President," Aymond said. 


Detroit Edison Co. Executive 


Vice President 
Walter 
J. 


McCarthy said the proposals 
were "encouraging." 


"A good deal needs to be done 


to encourage the flow of new 
capital to this vital industry to 
help it meet the projected 
demands for power," he said. 


"However, it must be noted 


that these proposals — even it 
they were enacted immediately 
— would not relieve the neces- 
sity 
of short-term 
action,

Chrysler Corp., which also 


ran out of money for the special 
benefits this spring because of 
massive layoffs, said it doesn't 
expect to resume the payments 
until late this year. 


American car sales in the first 


10 days of June jumped a 
surprising SA per cent above 
early May. But sales of 157,573 
cars, reported by the four major 
U.S. auto makers, trailed poor 
year-ago levels of 168,281 by 0.4 
per cent. 


Sales all year have been the 


slowest since the 1961 mini- 
recession. 


However, industry analysts 


welcomed the modest gains 
from May and said the figures 
pointed to a further strengthen- 
ing of the new car market, 
bogged down in its worst slump 
since World War II. 


"The results are good com- 


pared with May because they 
run counter to the seasonal 
trend." said one analyst, who 
noted that early June sales nor- 
mally trail early May levels by 5 
JKT cent.

Move Afoot To End Spy Panel 


WASHINGTON' (AP) - Senior House members are 


planning a move to abolish the House intelligence 
conmittee because they think it has been taken over 
by people who are a threat to U.S. intelligence agen- 
cies. 


Reps. Richard Boiling. D-Mo., and Samuel S. Strat- 


ton, DN.Y., said Friday a resolution to abolish the 
committee ma}' be introduced Monday when the House 
takes up Rep. Lucien N. Nedzi's request to resign as 
chairman of the embattled committee. 


"1 think it would be harmful to the national security 


and to the House to have this circus sideshow," Strat- 
tonsaid. 


He charged that Rep;^ James V. Stanton, D-Ohio, 


chairman of the committee's CIA subcommittee.^ 
leaked classified information by sajing the CIA was 
involved in the assassination of at least one foreign 
leader. 


"It seems to me clear this is not going to be a res- 


ponsible inquiry," Stratton asserted. 


Boiling, an expert on House history and procedures, 


indicated his objection is over Nedzi's resignation 
Thursday under pressure of a takeover of control of the 
committee by five Democrats. 


"You've got a problem of what seems to me to be 


cannibalism," Boiling said. "The cannibals having 
eaten the king become king." 


The fire Democrats mounted a move to oust Xedzi 


last week on grounds he had been briefed on CIA 
misdeeds more than a year ago and did nothing about 
them. Nedzi replied that ihc misdeeds were history 
and he was concerned with current problems. 


A compromise was wwked out Monday but it lasted

Officers In Trouble 
For Keeping Files 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some Army officials 


face possible official reprimands for failing to 
carry out 1971 orders to remove all information 
on political and other activities of American 
civilians from intelligence Dies. 


Although a reprimmand may seem a mild 


form of punishment, it represents a blot which 
could cost a military officer or civilian official 
promotion and cloud his career prospects. 


Secretary' of the Army Howard H. Callaway 


indicated the possibility of administrative 
punishment in disclosing Friday that the Army 
had found 9,200 documents on activities of 
American civilians in its intelligence files more 
than four years after the records were ordered 
purged. 


"Consideration is being given to whether any 


administrative action should be taken against 
any of the officials whose oversight or misun- 
derstanding of the requirements of the directive 
helped produce this problem," Cailaway said. 


He did not elaborate on the point, but the 


Aimy said later that "appropriate admoni- 
tions-reprimands are being considered for those 
civilian and military officials involved in the 
regulatory violations." 


The Army declined to go beyond this while 


possible actions are pending. 


Callaway first acknowledged failure to carry 


out the file purge order in January. But he did 
not cite any figures then showing the magnitude 
of the failure. 


In a memorandum to Congress made public 


Friday, Callaway said the 9,200 documents 
related to activities of Americans not affiliated 
with the Defense Department. They were iden- 
tified in screening 160,000 documents in a 
counter-intelligence microfilm library. 


The remaining 150,800 documents "relate 


mainly to the activities of foreign intelligence 
services" in the United States and abroad, the 
Army secretary' said. 


In a statement accompanying release of the 


Callaway memorandum, the Army said it has 
"instituted steps to eliminate all" of the forbid- 
den materials from the intelligence files. 
However, it said it is holding this material at the 
request of Congress while Capitol Hill inves- 
tigations continue. 


Callaway stressed '"the Army's commitment 


to the policy that it is not the Army's business to 
know what American citizens are doing except 
when their activities appear to pose a criminal 
threat to the security of our armed forces or 
when the president has ordered out the Army to 
deal with a civil,disturbance ..." 


The Army has said it got into the domestic 


intelligence field in the late 1960s in response to 
presidential orders to be prepared to quell-civil 
disturbances: These activities, disclosed later in 
congressional investigations, helped pressure 
the Pentagon into ordering a halt in such

The same 
program has been operating 
since January in the court's 


Paw Paw division. 


Since June, 1973, 215 people 


convicted of DUIL have enrolled 
in the program and only nine 
(4.1 per cent) have been repeat 
offenders, according to Foster. 
Another 10 have been convicted 
of alcohol-related offenses, but 
weren't out on the highways 
where they could do any 
damage. 


"Personally, I think the 


program is working pretty 
well," Foster said.

problem before was that even 
when drinking drivers got a stiff 
fine and jail time, it didn't mean 
that they knew anything more 
about how alcohol impaired 
their body.

Nancy. 


But Nancy's parents, Mr. and 


Mrs. David Winnard, contend 
the local requirement is a subtle 
form of, discrimination against 
girls in Little League. 


"I view, this as,» violation of 


my daughter's 


rights?' said the 33-year-old 
Winnard, an automotive en- 
gineer. "Besides, it's plain 
stupid." 


Winnard's attorney, Joseph 


F. Walsh, said the local rule 
sets up~a false standard to em- 
barrass girls and "may be a 
veiled attempt to circumvent 
Federal Court rulings that allow 
girls to compete in amateur 
baseball.

It works basically this way: 
A person pleads guilty to 


DUIL and is placed on six 
month's probation, with the 
stipulation that he must attend 
four weekly alcohol highway 
safety classes. He is allowed to 
keep his license, but it is res- 
tricted generally to driving to 
and from work and only when he 
has had nothing to drink. 


At the end of the six months, if 


he has not violated probation, 
the charge is reduced to im- 
paired driving, and the offender 
usually sentenced to pay a fine 
and court costs. 


According to Craig Hess, a 


district court probation officer, 
the main advantage to the of- 
fender is that he does not lose 
his license. And by having the 
charge reduced, the driver does 
not have to obtain the manda- 
tory financial responsibility in- 
surance required of persons 
convicted of DUIL. Such in- 
surance can run up to §800 a 
year. 


Hess also pointed out that a 


person convicted of impaired 
driving would usually have his 
license restricted anyway, and 
that anyone refusing to take the 
breathalyzer test is subject to a 
90 day license suspension.

The 
law 
provides 
for 


increases of up to $30 for 
claimants at their maximum 
rate, Taylor said. However, not 
all claimants will receive the 
full $30 and a few claimants 
may not be eligible for any 
increase at all. 


Persons who have exhausted 


regular benefits of up to 26 
weeks and are currently draw- 
ing extended benefits (EB) may 


also receive an increase in 
payments,

Claimants drawing Special 
Employment Assistance (SUA) 
will gain increases, the same as 
regular claimants.

NEW YORK (AP) - Concern 


over the prospective costs of two 
very basic commodities — oil 
and money — pushed the stock 
market into its sharpest weekly 
decline since early April this 
past week. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials recorded a 15.17- 
point drop to 824.47, its largest 
loss since it gave up 23 points 
the week of March 31-April 4. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock 


index was down 1.96 at 90.52, 
and the New York Stock 
Exchange's composite index 
dropped an even point to 48.19. 


Following the frequent pat- 


tern of the past several months. 
Big Board 
volume slowed 


markedly 
as 
prices 
fell, 


averaging 18.46 million shares a 
day, 
compared 
with 24.70 


million the week before. 


The focal point of the oil 


worries was a communique 
from the Organization of Pe- 
troleum Exporting Countries 
which asserted 
that 
some 


changes would be made in oil 
prices Oct. 1 at the end of a 
freeze now in effect. 


The exact nature of the 


changes was to be determined 
in September. 


On the money issue, the con- 


cern was being voiced that the 
decline in interest rates which 
has played a major part in the 
stock market's rally since early 
December was near an end. 


Gaylord Freeman, chairman 


of the First National Bank of 
Chicago, predicted at a mone- 
tary conference in Amsterdam 
that short-term borrowing costs 
would start upward in the 
second half of the year along 
with the expected economic 
recovery. 


Henry C. Wallich, a member 


of the Federal Reserve Board, 
warned at the same conference 
of a possible shortage of capital 
in a reviving economy because 
of increased demand for funds 
to pay for plant and equipment 
and larger inventories of goods. 


After four days of a general 


down-trend, the market staged 
a mild recovery late in Friday's 
session. 


Brokers gave some credit to 


the government's report that 
businesses worked down their 
inventories at another record- 


setting pace in April while sales 
improved. 


The over-all NYSE tally 


showed 1,142 declines and 651 
gainers among the 2,018 issues 
traded.

EMS workers to take only $500 
in retroactive pay increases in- 
stead of $1,500 as well as agree 
to smaller

increases in any contract. The 
technicians have been negotiat- 
ing with the city on a contract 
for a year, he said, with binding 
arbitration the next step. 


"It calls for a lot of sacrifices 


on our part — a lot of 
sacrifices," he said.

Section 1. Unemployment Compensation System. 


There .Ls hereby established an unemployment compensation system and benefit"plan

"Benefit Year" with respect to any individual means the period of 52 consecutive

• -;plan provided that the individual has earned wages of at least $25.01 in each of fourteen 
. ,...(14) or more calendar weeks within the Base Period. Such weeks are called "Credit Weeks".

"Benefits" means, the money payments payable to an eligible and qualified individual

A claimant to be eligible for benefits must be unemployed as defined an3 must make 


a claim for benefits in the manner prescribed by the Personnel Director and further must: 


a) Be able and available to perform full-time work which he is qualified to 


perform by past experience or training and of a character generally similar to work for 
which he has previously earned wages and be seeking such work; and 


b) Be in compliance with registration and reporting requirements; and 


c) Serve a one-week waiting period in which the employee is otherwise eligible 


and entitled to benefits. 


Section 5. Disqualifications. 


A claimant is disqualified from receiving benefits if the Personnel Director finds 


that an individual is unemployed due to an ineligible termination or separation as specified 
in Section 9, has left his work voluntarily, or has accepted permanent full-time work with 
another employer, or has failed without just causb to apply for available suitable work, or 
has failed to report for a work interview, or has farled to accept: suitable work when offered, 
or has failed when directed to return to his customary work, or any condition as defined by 
the Michigan Employment Security Act. 


Section 9. Ineligible Terminations and Separations. 


An employee shall not be eligible for benefits under the unemployment compensation 


system established by this plan if the unemployment shall result from: 


a) Retirement under any retirement system or any future retirement system covering

action contrary to a collective bargaining agreement, unauthorized work stoppages; or other 
concerted action. 


Section 10. Payment of and Restrictions on Benefits. 


Benefits shall be paid bi-weekly at a time and place fixed by the Affairs Committee. 


All beneficiaries must report bi-weekly to the Personnel Office on designated days for bi- 
weekly benefit checks and determination of continuing eligibility. For continuing eligibility, 
a beneficiary must be actively seeking work, and must be registered with the Michigan Employment 
Security Commission.

BAY CITY, Mich. (AP) - 


Nine-year-old "Tessie" listened 
to the incessant moan of the fog 
horn as she sat en her three-tier 
bunk in "steerage" on a brisk 
sring night in 1912. 


Tlie German steamship was 


filled with immigrants bound 
for the United States. Unseen 
through the heavy mist, the 
American ship Titanic was 
milking a parallel course in its 
rendezvous \vith infamy. 


"For three days and three 


nights, (hey blew our horn ... 
We just barely crept along." 
Tessie — now Mrs. Fred 
Schimmei, 72. recalled leafing 
through a collection of old 
family pictures. 


The.Titanic, carrying 2,200 


passengers, was an its way to 
New York from England. 


On the night of April 14, 1912, 


and about 1,000 miles east of 
New York, the Sr.S-million 
"unsinkable" 
Titanic 
was 


ripped open by an iceberg ... 
carrying 1,500 men, women and 
children to their deaths. 


"Tessie." 
or 
Theresa 


Krumrsz, was on her way from 
Germany to Cleveland with her 
mother Magdalena, and her 
sister Elizabeth, 11. 


"We were on the Frankfurt 


Am Mein, and in the vicinity 
when the Titanic sank. 


"Our ship picked up three 


dead people. A baby, a woman, 
and one of the sailors," Mrs. 
Schimmei recalled. The iceberg 
that tore the fatal 300-foot gash 


in the Titanic's side was still 
visible, but the ship had slid 
beneath the waves many hours 
before. 


"The captain took me and my 


sister up in his tower, or cabin, 
and let us look through his 
binoculars and explained the 
iceberg to us. I was only nine 
•vears old, but I'll never forget 
thai. 


"The iceberg? ... It was just a 


great big chunk of ice, Mrs. 
Schimmei said. 


She was born in Hungary, but 


the 
family 
moved 
to 
El- 


manhorst-by-Bremen, 
Ger- 


many, after the death of her 
father. Her mother found work 
in a knitting factory' and often 
got up at 3 a.m. to do the family 
wash before work. 


"It was very hard for her — 


we didn't have a cent." Mrs. 
Schimmei said. 


An older sister had emigrated 


earlier and settled in Cleveland. 
She married, took a job as a 
domestic for $2 per week and 
helped save passage money to 
bring the younger sisters and 
her mother to the U.S. 


Mrs. Schimmei grew up in 


Ohio, later married Fred W. 
Scliimmel and moved to Bay 
City in 1934. 


Mrs. Schimmel's home is a 


busy one. After her husband 
died nine years ago, she took 
driving lessons—at the age of 
63. But she uses her car only for 
long trips. A Red Cross volun- 
teer, Mrs. Schimmei works at 
three hospitals 


"I do a lot of walking," she 


said, with a smile.

BOB HOPE ON WILLIAM H. HOPE: 


William Henry Hope was a stonemason liv- 


ing in Eltham, England, when he received an 
enthusiastic letter from his brother Frank in 
Cleveland, Ohio, telling of a lucrative oppor- 
tunity to build a Presbyterian Church on 
Euclid Avenue. As Bob tells it: "Dad got the 
next boat over. He was hired, and he sent for 
the rest of us." (Bob was four at the time—one 
of seven sons.) _. 


"As well as being an outstanding stone- 


mason, Dad was an amateur comedian," says 
Bob. "I have pictures of him with a top hat 
and cigar. He and Mom performed as a team. 
She was a concert singer, and they entertained 
at local clubs and dinners. Dad was fun. He 
had a marvelous sense of humor and kept us 
all happy. That's probably where I first learned 
how to tell jokes—when I tried to emulate 
Dad. His strong influence was everywhere; 
even when he wasn't around we could sense 
his presence. He loved to take us on picnics, 
where he'd play ball with us. He could be 
pretty firm, but he'd never punish us unless 
Mom gave her okay first." 


Bob Hope says his father was a well-edu- 


cated man who would inject information on 
world affairs into lightheaded discussions. 
"Dad felt if he buried facts and figures in 
casual talk, it would have more impact on us 
and we'd be more inclined to remember what 
he told us than if he presented it as a lesson." 
The Hopes remained in Cleveland for 20 years 
("I left when I was 24, and I've been on the 
road ever since," says Bob), during which time 
William made great business strides, contract- 
ing jobs in stonemasonry and hiring large 
staffs. Mrs. Hope passed away in 1933, during 
Bob's Broadway debut in "Roberta." William 
Hope never recovered from her death and, 
two years later, joined his beloved wife.

"Everything he did was wonderful" is how 


Henry Fonda remembers his father William, 
Brace Fonda. "He built the biggest kite and 
flew it the highest. I was only four and not 
strong enough to hold one down in the wind, 
but as I watched him, I marveled at his 
strength and skill. That was my first recollec- 
tion of him. 


"Only when I grew up and moved away did 


• I realize exactly how much J loved him, how 


much he meant to me and what an unusual 
man he was." 


The elder Fonda, bora in the mid-1880's, 


died in 1935. In 1905, when Henry was six 
months old, William and his wife Herberta 
moved from Grand Island, Neb., to Omaha, 
Neb., and set up a printshop. After school, 
young Henry spent hours watching his father 
work. William, a dedicated tinker, constructed 
sleds and toboggans for his children. "Radio 
was just coming into its own, and Dad built 
sets in the basement. He was a real handyman. 
I was always in awe of him." 


William Fonda was opposed to Henry be- 


coming an actor. "He felt a man should work, 
not act," says Henry, who went to work after 
college as a clerk in a retail credit company. 
That delighted William, who felt his son was 
on the threshold of a great career. "When I got 
involved in the Omaha Community Playhouse, 


Dad was upset. That's when we had the only 
falling out we ever had. It reached the point 
where I threatened to leave home if I couldn't 
have my way. Mom was the peacemaker. I 
compromised by keeping my job by day and 
rehearsing at night." 


Despite his disapproval, William Brace ac- 


companied his wife and daughters to see 
Henry's opening night in "Merton of the 
Movies." When the budding actor got home 
and rushed into the living room, his father was 
buried behind the newspaper. The other

Fondas were congratulatory, but William re- 
mained still and silent. Then began a post- 
mortem. Henry's sister Harriet began a criti-

"She never finished," smiles Fonda. "Dad 


dropped his paper and told her sharply: 'Shut 
up! He was perfect!' From that day on, I never 
erred in his eyes. He was totally supportive in 
everything 1 wanted to do, said or did."

RICKY NELSON 
ON OZZIE NELSON: 


Ironically, it'was as an athlete, not 


an entertainer, that Oswald George 
Nelson made an indelible impression 
on his son. "It leaves a big mark on a 
kid when he sees his father get but 
there and throw and hit that ball like 
no one else,", says Ricky Nelson. "It 
makes a boy look up to his dad, and 
I've been looking up to him ever since." 


Ozzie Nelson, bom in Jersey City, 


N. J., in 1907, became interested in 
sports very early in life. He also began 
a love affair with music in High school 
when he started an act with his brother 
Al (Ozzie played the banjo and sang). 
He won a scholarship to Rutgers Uni- 
versity, where he formed a band and 
played at dances. From college, he 
went to law school (few people know 
that Ozzie has an Litt.B. and an LL.B), 
where he continued to moonlight with 
his band and coached high school 
football. 


Ricky describes his father as a man 


with many facets: "He's involved with 
everything from producing to sports, 
politics to economics, arts to history. 
He has a strong will and a marvelous 
sense of humor." The greatest influ- 
ence Ozzie exerted on his children was 
by not influencing them. He sent his 
sons to public schools. ("If he hadn't, 
our lives would, have been much differ- 
ent, and we wouldn't have seen 'things 
in the right perspective," says Ricky.) 
When Ozzie's sons went on "The Ad- 
ventures of Ozzie and Harriet" on ra- 
dio (that became a TV show and ran - 
for 22 years), it was of the boys' own 
choosing, not their parents'. 


Ricky speaks of his father's incred- 


ible physical stamina. "I don't know 
how he did all the things that he did. 
He was producer, director, actor, 
writer, researcher. For years he sur- 
vived with only three hours sleep a 
night—but I never remember him be- 
ing tired or irritable." They had their 
differences and arguments, and one of 
them was over the way Ricky dressed. 
"Dad didn't approve. He wanted me 
to look conservative like he did. We 
had some really big fights over that." 


Father and son live near Hollywood 


and see each other frequently. Ricky is 
Ozzie's greatest fan: "He's not a zany 
person, but just a normal father who 
worked hard for a living, yet made it 
look easy. I wish I knew the trick."

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SEN. HENRY M. JACKSON 
ON PETER JACKSON: 


When "Scoop" Jackson thinks of his 


father, he sees himself as an excited 
little boy carried on his dad's shoulders 
all the way from their downtown (Ev- 
erett, Wash.) home to the shopping 
area six blocks away—then all the way 
back again. "That was one of the great 
thrills of my childhood—that my. 
father, a big, husky fellow, would let 
me ride on his back all that way." 


Peter Gresseth (he later changed his 


name to Jackson) was born in 1868 
in Norway and came to America at 17. 
He moved to Washington about 1888, 
and got a job with a construction 
firm. When Everett was founded in 
1891, lackson became a policeman. 
"They needed someone who could 
pack a drunk from the saloon to the 
pokey, and Dad would tell me how he 
carried the drunks several blocks dur- 
ing those boom days," recalls the Sena- 
tor. "He did that for a year, transferred 
to Montana, where he worked in a 
smelter, then came back to Washington 
and went into the building trade." 


Scoop lackson calls his father "an 


amazing man, who was active right up 
until his death at 80. He was very 
kind, sometimes maybe too easygoing. 
There were times when he should 
have been much sterner. (But my 
mother took care of that. She was the 
firm one.)" 


What kind of legacy did Peter lack- 


son leave his son? "Respect," is the in- 
stant answer. "Respect for the tradition 


- that all .men are equal before the law.' 
•And then integrity," concluded Jack- 
son, a leading contender for the 1976

story is told of a con- 
cerned wife who noticed

stumbled and fell as he crossed the street in 
Wilmington, N.C. With that, his father dashed 
into the street behind him and threw himself 
on the ground. There was a screech of brakes 
as an auto swerved violently. "I was running 
ahead of Dad," says Meadowlark, "and darted 
off the sidewalk. Dad saw the car coming, and, 
knowing he could never get me out of the" way 
in time, flung himself into the car's path so 
he'd be the one to get hit—not me." 


Fortunately, the car missed'him. 
Meadow Lemon's life was a hard one. He 


was born in Lexington, S. C., and his schooling 
ended at third grade. He worked in a paper 
company to help support his family. When his 
marriage failed, he got custody of his five- 
year-old son and took him to a small house. 


The "Prince of Basketball" remembers his 


father as "a silent type, always tired and al- 
ways working—even on weekends. He needed 
the overtime to make ends meet. Coming home 
late, he had no spare time and no hobbies. 
Because of his limited education, reading held 
no interest for him. He was content just to sit 
back and watch me at whatever I was doing." 


Money was a Scarce commodity. "It was 


Dad's overtime that kept us together," recalls 
Meadowlark.

Those doors 
were expensive to replace. It resulted in the 
worst whipping I ever had." 


Glen, whose four children are part of the 


Campbell dynasty of 30 grandchildren and 11

Most children are anxious 


when they leave home for the 
first time. Not all express their 
fears in words. Some do it in 
pictures-They have nightmares. 


How can parents help? By 


informing their child's coun- 
selor how to respond to fear. 


Don't belittle a child'* 


fears. 


Fear does not vanish when 


banished. It is not helpful to 
say: "There is nothing to he 
afraid of." 


Instead, acknowledge a 


child's fear wrtti respect: 


"It's scary to wake up in a 


new place away from home." 


"I will take care of you." . 
It does not help to .be told: 


"Go ahead, cry. You'll feel 
better." That's really a lack of 
sympathy. Nor does it help to 
reason with fear. If a child is 
afraid of the dark it is better 
to offer him a flashlight than an 
explanation. 


What if a child complains in 


his letters that he is being 
teased by other children? What 
is a parent's role?
